Sir: A most significant advanoe in American education in the 
past generation has oome from the intensive study of the oontent and 
prooesses of the child's mind. The fruition of that study which has 
been brought most oloselv to the olass teacher and applied most 
directly to the pupil lies in the intelligence tests that grew out of tho 
investigations of Binet and Simon nearly 20 years ago. 

No other subject has be*n so generally and carefully studied, nor 
so widely discussed in the meetings of psychologists and- practical 
school men. The literature has grown with the growth of interest, 
and its development was especially rapid between January 1, 1918, - 
and June JO, 1922; that is, in the period immediately following the 
introduction of psychological tests into the United States Army.- 
Nv comprehensive bibliography covering this period has hereto* 

. fore been published, though the need of it is great; It has been 
exceedingly diflioult for investigators to orgauizo their studies in 
this field. - 

To meet this need as far as may be, I have asked Dr. B. R. Buck- 
ingham, director of the bureau of educational researoh, Ohio State 
University, to undertake the preparation of a classified list of the 
publications of this sort issued during that most fruitful period. 
Doctor Buckingham prooured the assistance, first, of Miss Margaret" 

1 Doherty, and then of Miss Josephine MacLatohy when Miss Doherty 
was obliged to relinquish the work beoause of illness. The result of 
their labors is presented herewith. I recomme'hd that it be published 
as a bulletin of this office. It is the most oomplete bibliography on 
this subjeof which has yet been prepared, and its usefulness to those 
responsible for tho administration and instruction in opr schools 
will be very great. * ’

• • BIBLIOGRAPHY OF EDUCATIONAL AND PSYCHO-

. INTRODUCTION. . %

This bibliography purports to cover tho printed material issued in 
this country concerning intelligence and educational tests during the 
* period from January 1918, to June 30, 1922. To a limited extent 
foreign publications in English are likewise inoluded, although the 
compilers of the bibliography have made no special effort to attain 
completeness in this inspect. * 

It would be presumptuous to affirm that even with respeot to 
printed materials issued in this country the bibliography is exhaus- 
tive. It is pfobably beyond human powers to collect all that has 
been published pertaining to tests within this" period. At every 
» point judgment must play a part. Upward of 300 educational 
periodicals are issued in the United States, and in addition to these 
there are many psychological periodicals- whioh carry educational 
artioles. Moreover, publications of a genoral character not in* 
frequently include in their offerings important, though generally 
more or less popular, treatments of educational questions. Under 
— -thfiafi _ci roym ^tances in the periodical literaturo alone thore is a vast 
amountoT'lmrterial op tests. Somfe of it, however, is practically 
worthless, and more of it is merely repetitious. The 'inclusion or the 
•exclusion of artioles of varying degrees of importance has necessarily 
rested upon the judgment of the compilers. Ao agreement with 
them on the part of all readers is scarcely- to be expected* 

A vtwd should be said— though n,ot morel than a word— on t&e 
difficulties whidh havp beset us in bringing out this bibliography. 
When we were > asked to undertake this work no one foresaw the length 
to which it would run. It was only as the material was studied that 
the advantage of multiple classification, with the consequent increase 
in bulk of the published^olume, presented itself to us. Had we been 
satisfied to confine oursdlves to a mere listing of educational tests, - 
with occasional references to important artioles, our work would 
have been vastly simplified, and the publication would have appeared 
long ago. 

*Tt has been the purpose of the compilers to make the tiibliog- • 
raphy as useful to students and to practical school people as pos- 
sible. To that end the materials have been, classified under certain 
large and important topics. This .has necessitated the printing - 
of the 8 ame- reference more than once— ih some instances many 
times. m * * *

.BIBLIOGRAPHY, OP EDUCATIONAL TESTS.

The bibliography is divided into six parts, and it is entirely pos- 
sible for an. article or a book to be listed in any or all of the first 
four of those parts. The first part takos up. .general matters; the 
second deals with articles undor the heading of the particular tests 
to which they refer; the third presents materials on the character- 
istics and uses of tests; and theTpurth presents much the same mate-, 

" rials as the other parts, but classifies them according- to the/types of 
schools in which the tests were u^pd- The fifth part merely gives a 
list of the tests Which appeared during the period to which the * 
bibliography is devoted. Since additional testa have appeared 
during the time this bibliography has been in preparation, the list 
has been extended by the inclusion of some of the more important 
tests issued subsequent to June, 1922. No particular attempt has 
been made to render this supplementary list complete. Part VI ’ 
merely gives a list of the periodicals to which reference has been 
made in the bibliography. The torm “periodical ” is here to be 
taken as including monograph series and other publications which 
appear with some regularity. 

With further reference to Part II, the reader is referred to the table 
of contents, which will show the extent of the subdivision. It is 
subdivided into a section devoted to intelligence tests and another 
devoted, to educational tests. The latter section is further subdivided 
according to the school subjects to which the educational tests 
belong. . The final classification of both intdlligence and educational 
tests is the test itself, e.'g., “the army group intelligence examination, 
alpha”; or “the Harvard-Newton composition scale.” The term 
“miscellaneous” in these connections is used as a caption under 
which are-listed articles devoted to a test which appears but once in 
the literature covered by this bibliography. 

No small effort'has been made to secure in .respect to the tests the 
correct title and author. Two letters were issued after as complete 
a list as our facilities permitted had been made Up. These letters 
were concerned with alterations and^dditions to our list. Qoe of 
the letters went to people who are in general well informed in the ' 
field of tests and the other t6 authors of particular tests.
